I. Texching Mimſters Maintenance by Tithes, and whether they be now 
Fe of Divine r1ght, or no? WA 
N Ince that we have ſeen ſeveral of the National Miniſters 
have let fall their Plea for Tithes, upon a divine account , 
and only have fled to the National Law, and pleaded a ci- 
vil Right to them (they not being able by the Scriptures to 
maintain their Plea for them, to be now of Divine Right due to the 
Miniſtry) I find one Creſwe! Whately (who calls himſelf a Minifter 
of the Golpet)who (to ſhew his Ignorance and-Confuſion more than 
many others) hath taken it upon him (in his Book) te vindicate 
Tithes upon a Scripture account (as to be of Divine Right due to 
them) And therefore let us a little {in the firſt place) ſee what he 
faith for them. 
" Theſaid Creſwel Whately ſaith, D:d not God appoint heretofore, that 


" there (hould be Tithes payed of all they had, and inthe Goſpel he hath no 


where repealed that Command ; and that the «Apoſtle upheld the Right 
Bags, though he did forbear to takg them ? in pag. 2. & 17, of Ris 
Book, To which I anſwer ; This would both make the Apoſtle -4 
Tranſgreflor (if there were ſuch a Command in force whic*% hedid 


' tot obey, as this implies) as alſo it would make him falſe un what he 


faid in his Epiſtle to the Hebrews, touching the change of the Prieft- 

hood, that took the Tithes, and the change of the Law, and diſan- 

nulling of the Commandement which 'the Sons of Levi had for 

Tithes ;. which Prietthood, Law, and Commandement, the Apoſtte 

- "4m the chaige and end of, as is apparent in that of, 
eb. 7 


And as for God's ordaining, That as they that Miniftred at the Al. 


tar, were partahers with the Altar ; even ſo hath ordained, That they» 
that Preach the Goſpel, ap" live of the Goſpel ; to which'C,'W. adds : 
Is it not plain, that as the Levites did partakg with the' Altar, bytKkin 
Tithes ; even ſo muſt they that Preach the Goſpel, live of the Goſpel ; 
namely,by taking Tyths alſo? To which I anſwer; This is an abſurd Ar- 


- Zument, and that which the true Minilters wotild be aſhamed of ; 
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for the Prieſts under the Law, partaking with the Altar, and the 
Miniſters of Chriſt, their living of the Goſpel, are two diſtin& 
things, relating to ſeveral ſtates and diſpenſations.; and living of 
the Goſpel, is not. living of Tiches; though as it was an Ordinance 
of God under the Lav, the Prielts ſhould partake (With the Altar) 


- of Tithes and Offerings; ſo it is an Ordinance of God under the 


Goſpel, that Chriſtian Miniſters ſhould live of the Goſpel, which is 
a further ſtate than the other ; and as the Golpel is free, (o living 
of ir,and being maintained according to it, is not a living by Tyth.s 
and forced Maintenance ; neither do.h it follow, that becauſe God 
hath ordained the Livelyhood, of both the Priefts under the Law, 
and Miniſters of the Goſpel, that therefore the Miniſters of the 
Goſpel muſt be-maintained as the Prieſts under the Law were, as 
this pretended Miniſter of the Goſpel hath implied : For if it were 


, ſo, the Miniſters of the Goſpel muſt live by Tithes and Offerings, 


as the Prieſts under .the Lyv did, (Nam, 18, 9, 10, 24, 26.) which 
no true Miniſter will own. 

And now to —_ the Miniſtgrs taking Tiche-Corn, Hay,Calves, 
Foals, Wool, Lambs, Geeſe, Hens, Pigs, &c. C, w. inltanceth, 
Lok, 11. 42. Of the Phariſees (to whom woe belonged) Tything of 
Mint, Anns, and Cummin, &c, To Which I (ay, this doth not at all 
make for their taking Tithe now, as this man vainly imagines ; for 
it was in the time of the Law, before either it, or the Priefthood 
& ſhadows under it,were fulfilled or ended by Chriſt ; ſeeing it was 
before he was Crucified, that he ſpoke theſe words, Luk, 11, 42, & 
Mat. 23.23. So that in arguing for Tithes from that of Luk, 11, 
42. the Prieſts come very poorly and feebly &ff ; as C, W. hath done, 
in his ſaying , That all Tythes ought now to be payed, as well as 
beretofore, if we will follow the Rule f Teſus Chriſt under the Goſpel, 
&c. This then would make the Apoſtle Pas/, and the reſt of Chiiſts 
Miniſters. Tranſgreſſors againſt Chriſt, for they did not take Tythes, 
nor forced Maintenance ; and this Prieſt Y/hately hath confeſled, 
That Paul did forbear totaks Tythes, pag. 17, and ſo his words do 
tend to make Paula Trangreſlor and a Hypocrite, if he owned one 
thing in words, and another thing in practice ; and certainly, had 
theeApoſtle been of this Prteſts opinion, that it was a Rule of Chiilt 
to take Tithes, he would not have tranſgrefſed the Rule ; for there 
were ſeveral of the Churches (to whom he Miniftred) that had been 
able to have payed him them , had they been due under the Goſpel, 
© Andto that of, Heb. 7. 12. C.YV, anſwereth thus, p. 16. {is 
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'bere ſaid, there muſt of yoo of the Law , it is not ſaid, 
there muſt of neceſſity be a change of Tithes, &c, See what a falſe 
Gloſs he would put upon the Scripture ; he would maintain Tithes 
as due by that Command, by which they were upheld in the Law, 
and yet the Law is changed which gave them, What confuſion is 
this 2 If the Law for Tithes be changed, where is the Command of 
it in force to uphold them now ? But the Apoſtle ſaith, the- Com- 
mandement is diſannulled, and the Law is changed ; and Chiiſt is 
not a Prieſt after the Lay of a carnal Commandement, but after 
the Power of an endleſs Life, Heb. 7. 16, 

But ſaith C, YYV. The Law, which muſt of neceſſity be changed, »s 
the Ceremonial, uſed under the Levitical Prieſthood, where there were 
many Types and Shadows of Chriſt, &c. all which, and many other things 
that were Types of Chriſt are indeed aboliſhed under the Goſpel ; as Offer- 
ings, and many other things, &c, bnt there is no reſemblance between 

Wthes and the Lord Chriſt ; Tythes were no Type of Chriſt at all, but a 
maintenance for the Miniſters of Chriſt under the Law; and ſo they ought 
ro be a Maintenance for the Miniſters of Chriſt under the Goſpel, &c. 
I anſwer ; If Offerings, that were under the Law, were Types and 
Shadows of Chriſt, then were Tithes ; for it was commanded, that 
the tenth of the Tithes ſhould be offered an Heave-offering unto 
the Lord, Num, 18. 26. and the Tithes were given to the Prieſts 
for their Service, at the Tabernacle, Yer. 21, which Service,Chiiſt 
the One Offering, hath ended : And our of the Tithes, the Father- 
leſs, Widows, and Strangers, were to be relieved and: ſatisfied, 
Dewt. 14. and they were counted Robbers of God (in the time of 
the Law) who with-held their Tithes from the Store-houſe, Mal. 3. 
where the Widows, Fatherleſs, and Strangers, were to be relieved 
(and not to lye begging in the Streets, as they do here in. this City, 
and other places of the Nation) but now Chriſt, who is the end of 
the Law for Righteouſneſs, and of that Prieſthood that took the 
Tythes; he is the living Bread of Life which is known in the Fathers 
Houſe, and the Fruit of the Vine is known in him, and received in 
his Kingdom, by which they that come into his Light to believe and 
walk in 1t, ſhall be fed and ſatisfied, more than by the Tithe-Corn, 
Wine, Oyle, and Firltlings of the Flocks, which were but Types 
and Shadows of this living Bread which is in the Houſe of the Lord ; 
by which, they that have been as Widows, without Chiift the Hus- 
band, and as Fatherleſs and Strangers, may come to be fed, relie- 

.ved, and ſatisfied , as they come into the Houſe of God, Andto 
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tell of Tythes being a Maintenance for the Miniſters of Chriſt under the 
Law, and for the Miniſters of Chriſt under the Goſpel. Theſe are un. 
found expreſſions ; for the Miniſters of Chriſt under che Goſpel, 
are come to a further [tate than the Prieſts under the Law, who were 
Miniſters of the Law, and not called (in Scripture) Miniſters of 
Chriſt ; for Chriſts Minifters are come to the end of the Law, and 
of the Types and Shadows under it, 

And as to C. W. his ſaying, in pag: 17. That the L2vitical Prieſt. 
hood, 1s changed into the Prieſthood which is after the order of Melchi- 
zedech, which is never to be changed; and that Melchizedech took 
Tythes, who was the T ype of Chriſt: From whence he argues, That 
a ore Tythes ought to be payed, as well now as heretofore, &c, IT an- 
ſwer; x, The Scripture doth not ſay, that the Levitical Prieſthood 
is changed into the Priefthood of Chriſt, which is after the order of 
Melchizedech, as in effet, this Prieft VYhately hath aſkimed ; for 
Chriſt came of another Tribe than that of Lew: ; for he came out 
of the Tribe of Fudah, of which Moſes ſpake nothing concerning 
Prieſthood, Heb, 7.14. 2. He granting that Melchizedech was a 
Type of Chriſt, then Chriſt is the Subſtance and end of that Type; 
and muſt the Type then be Preached up? And no where do we read, 
that Chriſt's Miniſters did take Tythes, or plead for them, upon any 


-ſuch account (or otherwiſe.) 3. Melchizedech, his receiving the 


tenth of the Spoyle, when Abraham did freely give it him ; thisis 
no warrant or proof for the Prieſts receiving the tenths of mens 
'Eftates, Increaſe, and Labours, whereby they oppreſs many poor 


Habourins men. 4. And Mechizedech receiving once the tenth of 


the Spoyle from Abraham, when he returned from the ſlaughter of 
the Kings,is no warrant or example, for the Prieſts receiving Tythes 
ever Year (viz, Tirhe-Corn , Hay, Calves, Foals, Wool, Lunbs, 
Geeſe, Hens, Eggs,Pigs, Bees, Apples, Plumbs, &c.) nor for theic ſu- 
ing men at Law for Tithes, nor for their compelling them frompoor 
Husband-men ; for it was a free gift from Abrabaw, that he gave 
to Melchizedech,when Melchizedech met him with Bread and Wine, 
Gen, 14. by which he relieved his men ; and it was the tenth of the 
Spoyte, and not any thing forced from him by a L1w, nor a robbing 
the Poor. So that if you Prieſts do take Melchizedech for your ex- 
ample, why do you not follow him ? and here it is evident, that you 
your ſelves to be Preachers up of Types and Sha- 
dows for your own ends and Bellies, and ſo no true Miniltersof 
Chriſt the Subſtance, who is the end of them, And Chuilt beings 
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Prieſt after the Order of Melchizedech, in that he was King of 

Righteouſneſs, and of Peace, and Prieſt of the moſt High God(and 
n that account, like unto the Son of God) this is no Rule for 
riſt's Miniſters, either receiving Tythes of Spoyles taken in 

War, or Tithes of mens Eſtates. So that you, who have upon this 

account pleaded for Tithes, have ſhewed your ſelves to be in a Po« 

= Practice and Inſtitution, which by the Papiſts was ſet up, fince 
dayes of the Apoſtles, and never commanded nor pra&iced by 


the Apoſtles. 
; And from that of, 2 Cor. 11, 8, C, YT, accuſeth the Apoltle wrh 


bring chargeable, and that he did make the Goſpel chargeable, pag. 6. 

& 17, wherein he hath wronged the Apoſtle ; for though, as Cory 
of reproof to the Corinthians, he ſaith, He took, wages of other Chur- 
thes, to do them Service, (which Churches were not of the World, 
ſach as the Hirelings of this Age are cha le to) yet the Apoftle 
faith, YVVhat is my reward then ? verily, that when I Preach the Gol 
| pel, I may make the Goſpel of C brit without charge 5 that I abuſe not 
wy Power in the Goſpel, 1 Cor. 9. 18, 2Cor, 11, 9, and ſo he kept 
theGoſpel without charge,contrary to thts Priefts accuſation againſt 
him 


And as for C.VVhately his accuſing us, with refuſing to pay T ythes 
& doing it yather for (or ont of )) pn + 1/4 than am) red come 
ſcience, &c, To which I need ſay little, but the ſad ſufferings which 
we have ſuſtained from the Prieſts (many of us) by t6ng Impriſon-- 
ments in naſty holes (ſome till they have dyed in Priſons) and the 
great Havock and ſpoyle they have made of many mens Goods (be- 
cauſe they could not for Conſcience ſake pay Tithes) which is not 
unknown to the Nation. Theſe ſad ſufferings may all witneſs againf& 
this accuſation, to be falſe, and againſt him as a ſlanderer, that ſo 
accuſeth us for refuſing to pay Tithes out of covetouſneſs. 
II. Toxching a ſettled CMimftry, 

And whereas C. FV. pleads for « ſettled Miniſtry ; and that when 
the Goſpel was planted, Elders in the Churches, and in every Cuy, were- 
#hoſen, eAR. 14. 23. Tit, 1, y. Rev. 1. & 2. Chap. x Pet. 5.1. To 
This I anſwer : x, 1f the Miniſters of England were Plartters of the 
Goſpel, as the Apoſtles and true Miniſters were, they would have 
the ſame Power to chuſe and appoint Elders, that would be able to 
take the care and over-fight over the*Flock of God ; and then they 
would not ſettle themſelves in Pariſhes & great Livings as they do; 

5. arc got willing to ſuffer any to preach there, but 1 _—_— 
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WY Cuch as are brought up at Colledgzs ; for the Elders in the true 


Church, were ſuch as were to feed the Flock of God, not by con. 
Rraint, but willingly, not for filthy lucre, but of a ready mind ; and 
ſuch gifted and qualified men, did the Apoſtles approve of for that 
end, Ix Pet, 5.2, 3. I Tim.y. 17. Tit. i. 5,6, 7. Aft 14, 23, 
2, If the Miniſters of England had been true Miniſters or Elders, 
and had ſo planted the Goſpel in Erglard as they pretend , they 
" would not xemain as Maſters and Lords qver the People in this 
Nation, nor make a Trade of Preaching, as they have done theſe 
many years, but would go into other Nations and parts of the world, 
and ſpread the Goſpel freely ; but inſtead thereof, they are ſettled, 
and + feed upon the fat, and live lazily in this Nation, like droan 
Bees, that devour the fruits of others labours : And they that go 
up and down and Preach the Goſpel freely, are envied and perſecu- 
cuted by theſe covetous lazy Teachers, as hath been apparenc theſe 
ſeveral years in this Nation. 

And by the way I obſerve, that C, #., ſhews but a very ſlender 
Reaſon, for his-counting the Quakers Paper (which is printed in his 
Book) 4 Libel, becauſe it hath no particular names ſubſcribed to it; ſee-" 
ing that the Paper, he knew, was owned by them called Quakers, 
who ſent it to him, as alſo, it being generally owned by us, there 
was the leſs need of ſubſcribing a particular name to it ; and the 
truth thereof being ſo apparent againſt the Prieſts , that they that 
ſee how their Covetous Practices do prove it, may be ſatisfied of 
the truth of it., And C, , hath ſhewed himſelf ſo Ignorant of the 
Scriptures, that he hath accuſed the ſaid Paper with Falling, Revile- 
30 guage and Tearms, and ſuch ſpeech as is found in Hell , and 
bo months ; when as the Language and Tearms , he hath ſo ac- 
cuſed, is the very Language, and Tearms of Scripture : as you may 
ſee, in Iſa. 56. 11, Jer. 5. 31, chap.6. 13, & 4.22, Exch, 34.3. 
Mica. 3.11, Mat. 23. 19, 24.33, Fobn 10, 12, 13. & 8.44, 
2 Tim, 3.13. Titus 1,10, 17John2, 18, 2 John 7. 2 Pet, 2:13, 
Tude 11, Rev 22.15, chap.18.23, 

I II. The Prieſts Envy , Hypocriſie, and falſhood in ſeveral things, 

detelled. +. - , 
- And who but an envious malicious man, would have ſent forth, 
ſuch accuſations and reproaches againſt us, whereby to incenſe the, 


Magiſtrates to pzrſecute us,qs 8hisCreſwell Whately hath done?Eſpeci-" | 


ally in theſe times,wherein our ſuffering is ſo great already,as is not; 


unknown to the Nation; and Rill for our Conſciences,and Religion, 
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"Me are lyable to have our ſufferings added unto ; and now for him 

or any of the Prieſts to ſeek to add to our affliftion , by accuſing us 
to the Magiſtrates, is both inhumane and unchriftian ike, and nor 
at all as they would be dealt by. And fince the Presbyterians them- 
elves are 1o lyable toſuifer, 1f they conſtantly adhere to what they 
have profeſſed, this man (if hz had bzen in Moderation, and Rea- 
ſonableneſs.) might have conſidered our Caſe by his own ; but many 
of the Presbyterian Prieſts can pretty much ſave themſelves from 
Sufferings and Perſecution , whilſt they can daub with every out- 
ward Power and cleave to the Magiſtrates by flatteries ; and in 
Hypocrichie and Diſhimulacion can conform to the Religion that the 
Rulers are of or will Impole whatever it be, for their own Ends, to 
fave their Livings or fat Benefices : So, that had C. #; well con- 
hdered the way and Practices -of his own generation of hireling 
Teachers, he would not have accuſed us with firlt being Anabaptiſts, 
and then Raxters, and now Quakers, and next of all we know nor 
what , p4g.4. When he ſhould rather have ſaid ( of many of thoſe 
Minitters that are of his own affinity) we muſt one while be Epiſcopal 
men for th2 Common Prayer Book, another while we muft be 
Presbyterians, and plead for Ordination by the Presbytery, and for 
th2 Directory , and therein deny the Common Prayer, and tell the 
People thar th: Lyturgy mutt be laid afide, as that which hath 
even occaſion to many Miniſters to be idle and flothful , and too 
much negligent in putting forth themſelves 1n the gift ofPrayer,and 
Studying to Prexch the Word ; and now after all this we mult plead 
for Ordination from the Biſhops, and turn again to the;Lyturgy 
-or Common Prayer , and ttereby openly make our ſelves Tranſ- 
oreflors by building up that again which we have deſtroyed, Gal. 2. 
18, and what Religion and Worſhip we ſhall be of, and have next, 
We know not; but rather then we will loſe our great Places, Livings, 
and Tythes, we may (in all likelihood) turn to the Maſfle (if the 
Magiſtrate will) for we have Witherto been. found changeable both 
Practices and Do&rine for our own ends. And though we have 
often in our Pulpits Prayed for Oliver Cromwel,and his Parliaments, 
and called him the Light of our Eyes, and the breath of our 
Neſtrils ; and kept many Faſts, and dayes both of Humiliation, and 
Thanksgrorng for him ; and have often given thanks in Publick for 
the Victories that have been given him over his Enemies, whowere : 
fr a Kingly Government; as alſo we much Rejoyced when his Son 


"Richard ( romwel was Proclaimed Fame, and kept Prayer-dayes 
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Fl / for him, and propheſied that he ſhould be a ſecond Solomon,and of his 


\Eftablithment and tranquility in the Nation ; and what a bleſling he 
ſhould be to it (as many that have heard us in our Pulpits can bear 
us Witneſs ) and all tms was that theſe men in Authotity thovld 
oratifie us, in ſetting great Livings and Tythes upon us ; and for 
that end,many of us have often humbly Peritioned theſe ProteQors; 
but now after all this to gloſs and colour over all theſe former pro- 
ceedings of ours , (now thele former Powers being overturned, 
and King ({harles the Second, being in Authority in the Nation) 
wee'l Preach and Pray for him , and-ſhew our ielves zealous for 
him, and bid People , fear God , Honour the King, and meddle xat 
with thoſe that are given to change ; as allo wee'l Pieach again the 
Independants, Anabapt iſts,- and Quakers, and call them Fannaticks, 
( but eſpecially againit the Qzakers, tor they gaul us moſt of all ) 
and thereby ſeek to gratifie thele Magiſtrates as we have done the 
former ( as well as we can ) that they may m1intain us, (andif any 
of us be like to loſe our Livings, ler us Petition, and get a Licenſe 
under the broad Seal) and when we have obtained the Magiſtrates 
favour, by Preaching and Praying: for them, and flattering them, 
then will we plead for Tythes and ſetlited Maintenance, and ſeek to 
cauſe the Magiſtrates to perſecute all that will not hear nor main- 


tain us ; and when we cannot (by Argument from Scripture) main- 


tain Tythes to be of Divine right to us, neither from Melchizedechs 
receiving the Tyth of the ſpoil (which Abraham gave him freely 
when he returned from the ſlaughter of the Kinzs) nor yet from the 
Priefts of Levy's example,who had a command to take Tyth of their 
Brethren, which were both for their ſervice atthe Tabernacle (which 
now1ts ended: by Chriſt ) as alſofor the relieving the Fathetleſs, 
Widowes and Strangers, a Tenth of which Tyth was offered for an 
Heave-offering unto the Lord';, naw when- we cannot maintain 
Tythes to be Jare Drvino from theſe examples, then will we flie to 
the Law (that had its riſe from the Pope ) for Tyches, and wee'l 
tell our heaters, that the Magiſtrate gives us them, and wee'l threa- 
ten to trouble and Sue them, if they will not pay us, and thereby 
ſeek to-terrifie and affright People ,, that they may be forced to pay 
us; and ſo we Will drive on our Trade by all the Policy ang force 
we can: and ſeek by all means to have the Quakers ſuppreſſed, ei- 
ther by Perfecution, Impriſonings, or taking away their Goods for 
Tythes, m many places,to the value of five or ten times more then 


the Tythes come to : and nowif theſe things will not Go to over-,

**ome theſe Quakers, (as we ſee, notwithſtanding all their ſuffer- 
nes, they grow and ericreaſe upon us) then will we make more com- 
-plaints againſt them, aud tell the Magiſtrates theyare a dangerous 
P-ople , they will overthrow both Miniſters and Magiſtrates, and 
will not [pare the Supream Magiſtrate himſelf, if they be ſuffered 
to go on ; therefore now let them be Banith?d, for we cannot live 
in quiet , nor quietly drive.on our Trade for them, hut they will 
-need be Checking and Reproving us for our taking Tythes, and 
- Preaching for gain , and our ſeeking to compell men to our way and 
Worſhip, and to Impoſe Religion upon men contrary to their Faith 
'and Conſcience. ' 

All theſe things with many other deceits, are theſe Treacherous 
<Clergy-men , and Perſecuting Prieſts guilty of in themſelves, as 
'by their Fruits and Doctrines 1s apparent; So that the Loxd hath 
made them contemptible and baſe before all People, Mal.2.9. 

And whereas in pag, 11, C.W, eAccuſeth us of Inſolencies and 
Lybels,which (he ſaith) ſo far as they _ upon the Publick,, and do 
tend to the diſturbance and ſubverſion of the Nation,and Common-wealth, 
ſo far the Magiſtrate is bound not to ſuffer ſuch Inſolencies to go un= 
puniſhed, &c, For when the Child ſhall behave himſelf proudly againf 
' the Antient,and the Baſe againſt the Honourable , Iſa.3. 5, Then the 
Magiſtrate muſt remember that he ought to puniſh evil deers ; and if he 
do not puniſh ſuch diſorders » but 1s ſparing in this kinde , becauſe of a 
Temporizing Spirit , and out of baſe fear ; or becauſe of any ſelf 
Carnal Policy , God will aſſnredly puniſh him for his Sin of Negli- 

ence, 
| , Anſw. 1. As for Lybels or Inſolencies tending to the ſubverſion 
of the Nation , Which this Prieſt would have the Magiſtrate to 
niſh us for ; hereof he hath accuſed us falſly, and ſhewed ſpirit 
of Envy and Perſecution again(t us ; for which I know no ground 
he hath againſt us, either to accuſe us in this manner, or to ſeek to 
Inſtigate the Magiſtrate againſt us , but onely becauſe the Loxd our 
God hath raiſed us up in Righteouſneſs to bear witne's againſt the 
deceits, and unrightecus Practices , Perſecution and Oppretſion, 
{ that ſuch Teachers as are of his Affinity are guilty of) and their 
making a Trade,and a Gain of their Preaching, which we have in the 
Spirit of Truth, born witneſs againſt both in our words, Writings, 
and Books, which (ſcornfully and falſly ) this Prieſt calls Lybels, 
though wha we ſpeak and write, be agreeable to the Scriptures of 
*Truch ; and neither this ſaid —_ nor any of his Brethren G he 
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- Prieſts) have ever yet cleared themſelves of thoſe thinggwhich w; 
have haideto their charge in our Books, 2, What we ſpeak and 

' write in Truthand Righceoutneſs againt the Prieſts opprellion, co. 
vetouſneſs; and Preaching for forced Maintenance, doth not at all 
tend to ſubvert the Nation, as he would poſſeſs the Maviltrate ; but 
to eſtabliſh the Nation in Peace, and free i from much bondage, - 


oppreſſion, perſecution, and ſuffering, which the covetous hirelins 
Priefts have brought upon it ;-which if it were free from thoſs 
things, and people left free to the Lord, to lead and order them by 
his Sputit, in matters pertaining to Religion and Conlcience, and 
only the Magiſtrates to puniſh evil doers, and to be a praiſe to them 
that do well, and not to lend their ears to rh@ Prieſts; to bz their 
drudges and executioners, in perfecting and impriſoning conſcien. 
tious men, becauſe they cannor maintain them in their oppreſſion : 
I ſay, then the Nation would be more at pzace, and all that are 
conſcientious and moderate in it, more ſatisfied. 

And the Prieſts might be tryed, it they would Preach freely, and 
live of the Goſpel, as the true Miniſters did ; for if God hathor- 
dained; that they that Preach the Goſpel, ſhall live of it ; he is able to 
fulfil hts own Ordinance, without their forcing Maintenance by a 
Lay from people, or ſuing them at Law for Tythes; in which thing 
the Prieſts have manifeſted themſelv2s to bz both out of the Ocdi. 
nance of God, and example of all his Miniſtzrs. 3. By their {6 
much ſeeking to incenſe the Magiltrate to punith and perſecute us, 
for bearing witnels againſt their covetous praQtices, and falſe prin- 
ciples, it appears they are afraid theic Trade ſhould-fail them, and 
go down ; as it hath already failed many of them,whilſt they are put- 
ting one another out of their Livings and places (where they have 
upheld their unnighteous Trade for.their Bellies) as thoſe that bite 
anddevour one another. 4. And as to that of, 1ſa. 3. 5. of the 
Child's behaving himſelf proudly againſt the Antient ; this was in 
_ when they oppreſſed one another ; which pride and. oppre(- 
lon we are not guilty of, but the proud and covetous Clergy. 

But whereas this C.. accuſeth us, as behaving our ſelves proud- 
ly againſt the honourable ; one ſeeming reaſon for it (a little be- 
fredis, pag. 10, he ſaith, That we do continually all along uſe theſe 
diſdainful tearms of Thee and T hou, and the like ſcornful expreſſions, 
and ſaith, That this » direfty contrary tothe Rule of the Goſpel, &c, 
and it isalſo contrary to the _ of the Apoſtle Paul, when he was 
reproached by Feſtus, &c, the Apoſile doth not ſay; Thee and Thou, b#; 
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woſt noble Feſtus, 4c, AFR, 26, 24, Anſwers This accuſation re- 


fle&s upon all the Holy men of God, ſpoken of in Scripture, (who 


' "uſed the words Thee and Thou to a ſingle perſon, and You and Ye 


onely as pertaining to a number, or to more than one) as if they all 


* uſeddiſdaintul and ſcornful expreflions, and as if they therein di- 


realy tranſgrefled the Rule of the Golpel ; this is but a bad and 
unequal judgement, and apparently falle ; for -Pawl himſelf uſed 
Thou to Feſtzs , and ſeveral times both Thee and Thou (in fignifica- 
tion) to King Agrippa, who was in greater- Authority than Feſtus, 
Att, 25. 10. & Chap. 26. 2, 3,27, 29. and multitudes of exam- 
ples more might be inltanced for this : As alſo, this man can uſe 
Thee and Thou to God in his Prayers ; and he and his Brethren 
have learned that plain language in their Grammer, which diſtin- * 
ouiſheth between the tingular and plural number, though now he 

ath accuſed us, with ufing diſdainful tearms ; for uſing that plain- 
neſs of ſpzech which he hath formerly learned, in which thing, the 
very Hea:hen may judge the pride of theſe men, who cannot bear 
the tearms of Thee and Thou toa fingle perlon. C. . little cauſe 
haſt thou to boaſt (as in pag. 16, ) that thou canlt read where we cans 
not ſpell, who lo 1gnorantly haſt judged the plain Grammarical lan- 
guage lo frequently uſed in Scripture, 

And further, in pag. 11, C, Whately (aith, If the Quakers may 
£9 away with theſe affronts, which they offer unto all, making no diffe- 
rexce ; within a while they will not ſpare the Supream Magiſtrate, and 
ſo at laſt, all will turn into ny and diſturbance, which the Lord mm 
mercy prevent : for England hath felt the miſery of War already. To 
this I anſwer ; Herein hath this man diſcovered himſelf to be ated 
both by a falſe and perſecuting ſpirit, whereby he hath wickedly gone 
about co ſtir up the Magiſtrates to perſecute us, though without any 
juſt cauſe againſt us, and herein hath he and the Prieſts of this Na- 
tion often manifeſted themſelves to be in the way of deceivers, 
falſe Prophets, perſecuting Fews, and to have drunk of the Cup of 
the great Whore, who hath perſecuted and killed the Saints, Rev. 
17, & 18, For, 1. We & alwayes we have done ) do own the Au- 
thority and Power of the Magiltrate, as ordained of God, tobe a ter= 
ror to evil dgers, and a praiſe to them that dowell , and for that end; 
have from time to time, fince we were a People, warned, exhorted, 
and acmoniſhed the Magiſtrates that have been in power, to Truth, 
Equity and Righteouſnels ; and as in reſpe& to the place and Au- 
thority of the Magiſtrates, have alwayes put a difference _——_ 
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I 
them and the ſubje&s*that are under them in the Nation, thou 
he Glory, Honour, and vain Complements and Cuſtoms of op 
world we are redeemed out of, and may not bz ſo conformed there- 
ro, Rom, 12.2, 1Cor, 7.31; 17Joh, 2, 15, and the Faith of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt we hold without reſpe& of perſons, according to 
Chriſt and the Apoſtles DoR&rin, Jah. 5. 44. Fam. 2. 2, And as 
for his ſaying, That within a while we will nst ſpare the Supream Magi. 
ſtrate, To this I nzel ſay lirtle, in vindication of our Innocency, 
our Life and Converſation having thele ſeveral years given ſo evi- 
dent a Teſtimony againſt this Accuſation; and our Innocency 
(through many ſufferings, tryals, and tribulations for Conſcience 
ſake, without doing any evil, violence, or affronting any mans per- 
ſon) is manifeſt to the Nation wherein we live, as thoſe that have 
not ſought a worldly Kingdom, or earthly preferment ; ſo that this 
C. W. may be aſhamed of his Propheſie againſt us , in his ſaying, 
That within a while we will not ſpare the Supream Magiſtrate , for as 
appears, it is above fix years fince he firſt wrote this againſt us, by 
the date of this his writing againſt us, being dated, Auguſt. 18, 
T1655. though the printing of it bears date, 1662, and all this 
time, fince we were a People, our Life hath preached our Innocen- 
cy, through many perſecutions, and cruel ſufferings and impriſon- 
ments, Which the Prieſts of the Nation have chiefly been the in- 
trumental cauſe of, by their inſtigating the Magiſtrates and Powers 
of the earth for their own ends againſt us. And, 3. This our Ac- 
cuſer, hath not any juſt cauſe, or real occaſion, as from us, ſo im- 
plicitly to accuſe us, either of being the ſtirrers up to War, or with 
affronting the Supream Magiſtrate in that kind, as he and many 0- 
thers of his Brethren have unrighteouſly accuſed us, and prophelied 
againſtus ; for as hitherto our Innocency and Integrity towards 
God and men, hath evidently teſtified againſt them and their falſe 
aſperfions calt vpon us ; ſo we doubt not, but alſo henceforth, 
through the ftrength of our God, we ſhall (as we have hitherto 
done) prove them to be falſe Prophets, that have propheſied againſt 
us, from their own evil hearts and prejudiced ſpirits, and not from 
the Spirit of the Lord ; and ſo they have falſly meaſured us by their 
Buſhel, and accuſed us with that, whereof themſelves are guilty, 
who have been as the Trumpets ro War, and inftigaters to blood- 
_ ſhed, when they have been afraid their Trade would fail, and that 
their deſigns would not be mannaged, by ſuch as have been in 
Power ; ſo that then their exclamation hath been, Carſe ye Meroz 
r 1.4 


king manifelt the.true Riligion and Worſhip, through freely preach- 
ing the Goſpel, in holding forth the love of Truth, or freely ad- 
mitting.of fair and equal diſputations with them who are moſt con- 
cerned in the differences (Which is the moſt equal and reaſonable 
way to manifeſt things in that caſe) inſtead thereof, they. have gone 
about to eſtabliſh their Religion and Worſhip by the outward ſword, 
force, and impoſition ; from whence hath ſprung that ſaying amongſt 
the profane, Fight lads for the Goſpel ; but we know, that the hand 
and Power that eltabliſheth the true Religion, 1s not carnal, nor 
viſible, but ſpiritual ; and therefore in the patience of the Lambof 
God we have been, and are given up patiently to ſuffer, and to wait 
upon the Lord, and to ſee him carry on his work,by his own Arm and 
Power, and not to follow the way of falſe Teachers, who have 
ſought to eſtabliſh themſelves by the Arm of fleſh, and with force 
and cruelty have ruled over the People, as the falſe Shepherds of 
Iſrael did, who fed themſelves, and not the Flock, Ezck, 34.2,3,4+ 
And whereas in pag. 14. & 15, C,. makes much, ado againſt 
ohn Cam, foruſing the language of Chriſt, againſt the Phariſees, 
in calling them, Hypecrites, Serpents, &c, and laith, That he demes 
it tobe lawful for him to ſpeak, all that Chriſt ſpakg ; for Chriſt ſaid, Son 
be of good cheer, thy tins are forgiven thee, &c. Can John Cam 
ever prove himſelf to be as juſtifiable as the Lord Chriſt ? And he ſaith, 
How come you to kyow, who us a Serpent, and whois a Viper ? Let me tel 
you, that you your ſelves are the Children of mortal, ſinful men; &C. 
Anſwer, As for what John Cam hath ſaid againſt the Prieſts,as com- 
paring them with the Phariſees, the truth thereof is evident, as their 
converſation and practices manifeſt, both in their opprefſing the 
People, and ſeveral other things, Mat: 23. And neither Fohs Cam, 
or any of us, ever did, or do, take upon our ſelves, either to re- 
prove of judge others, or to know the ſtate of others without Chriſt 
(as of our ſelves, diſtin from Chriſt, as C, W. hath implied) but by 
the Spirit of Chrilt ace we able todilcern the Tree by its fruits ; and 
between the nature of a Serpent, and thenature of a Lamb; and be- 
tween a Wolf and a Sheep,& who are in the nature of each;for that 
Spirit ſearcheth all things, and the ſpiritual man jndgeth all things, 
1 Cor, 2, 15, and they whoare in the Spitit are ſpiritual; and he 
18 a blind man, that is not able to judge between a Serpent and a 
Lamb, or a Dog and a Sheep, or that cannot diſcern between ſuch 


8 are Serpents, and (uch as are Lambs ; for we know the Promiſe 
. | of 
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of God fulfilled, which ſaith, Te ſhall diſcern between him that ſerveth 
God, and bim that ſerveth him not, and between the Righteons and the 
Wicked, Mal. 3. 10. and we neither judge of things betore th2 time, 
nor yet do we judge as theſe that have a beam in their own eye, 
who are forbidden to judge ; but in the Spirit, which hath opened 
and cleared our eyes, do we ſpeak the truth, and appeal to the wit- 
neſs of God in every-mans Conſcience. Again, C. YY. hath con- 
demned himſelf in the thing he allows, -for he forbids = wha to 
Judge, and yet he himſelf hath oftentimes judged us, as for being 
in error, ſetting up afalſe Light, for keeping pride ſtill in our hearts; for 
refuſing to pay Tythes, from or ont of covetoujneſs ; for lightly efteeming 
the Rock, of our Salvation ; for not following the Light which is inthe 
Word ; for inſolencies, diſorders, and affronts ; for being toſſed to and fro 
with every wind of Dottrin ; for being railers and revilers ; for conſult- 
ng with fleſh and carnal wiſdom ; for having amiſtery of iniquity inthe 
muſt of us ; for condemning all the ſettled Miniſters of the Goſpel, &c. 
Theſe aſperhons and accuſations againſt us , which are dilperſed 
through his Book, with many more of the like nature, we do cbſo- 

lutely deny, as being landers thit are unjuſtly caſt upon us by 
him, who hath taken upon him in hypocrike, to forbid others to 
judge ; as alſo his ſaying, in pag. 7. That all ſober-minded and ſerious 
Chriſtians, who are ſettled intheTruth, do judge, that the inventers and 
fomenters of our Way, are the Jeſuits and the Papiſts, Satans ſubtile 
and buſie Fattors, purpoſely to diſturb the Truth amongſt us in Eygland, 
&c. Anſwer, They who do ſo judge concerning us and our Way, 
are neither ſettled nor eſtabliſhed in the Truth of Chriſt ; for as for 
our Way, itis the ſame that the holy men of God, and true Chri- 
ſtians of old owned, and were in.; and it is Chrilt, who is the Way, 
the Truth, and the Life, whom we own ; which was never invented 
nor fomented, by either Popiſh Jeſuits, Papiſts, or Satans Factors : 
And a clearer Teſtimony haye we given againſt Popetry, than any of 
you, who are in the Popiſh praCtice, of taking Tyrhes and Sprink- 
ling Infants, and in many other things and principles, both as to 
your education at Colledges, that were built by the Papilts, andin 
your Preaching in their Maſs-houſes, which you falſly call Churches, 
and ſeveral other things wherein you agree with the Papiſt , and 
are out,of the Scripture example, and Saints praQtices ; and then 
to ſave your ſelves, would be accuſing us of Popery, 

And thou C.w. Haſt accuſed us in pag.7. For being very plain in 
our Garments and Apparel , but alas ( fayelt 'thou) doth the Power © 
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” Humility con{iſt my in theſe External things ? why the R_ 
themiſelves in this External Humility do very far excell wa, for t 
Cloath themſelves with Sack-cloth, "has footed, &c. yer ſaift thou, 
Ds I not likg of their Religion, neither can | approve of yours becawſe it 
is like theirs, Anſwer , Tins is but a filly Argument, either from 
thence to deem us Papiſts or to diiapprove of our Religion, for, go- 
ing plain in apparel is both according to-the example of the Saints, 
and chz Apoſtles Do&rine, who gave Teftimony againſt both, va- - 
nity in Apparel, Pride of life, and the Luſt of the Eye, which was 
after ſuch things, 1 Tin.2, 1 John 2.16, and had we not betcer be 
in plainneſs of Apparel, then in Cuffs, Ribbonds, and ſich like 
Fooleries as many of the Clergy-men wear? And ſhall we be ac- 
counted Papiſts becauſe we are in the Apoltles Do&rine, and ſhew 
an Example of Moderation and Sobriety to others ? and therefore 
' muſt our Religion be diſapproved of ? this is as bad an Argument as 
if C. #. had judged all to be Papiſts that Profeſs the Name of 
Chriſt, and own the Saints Practices, becauſe the Papitts do Profeſs 
his Name, and in ſome things do Immirate the Saints ; or muſt we 
- difown the Truth in any thing, becauſe evil men do Profeſs it, and 
make a ſhew of it? If C, #, have leaned no better Logick then 
this,he had better never have gone co the Vniverſity to have learned 
his Trade , and that Coſt that was beftowed upon him for Learn- 
ing, Was _ ill beftowed ; but herein the World may ſee his 
weakneſs, as they may ſee his falſhood, pag. 6. in his ſaying theſe. 
words to Robert Howton, viz.That which we demand from you is none of 
yours, but ours, for our Tythes were never purchaſed by your ſelf,, or b 
your fathers before you, &c, which how falſe that is, let all 
Farmers and Free-holders in this Nation witneſs, who when the 
Buy a Stock of Cattle, all at their own charge, for the Managing ar 
tiling their Lands and Tenements, and when they Buy the Corn 
they ſow their ground wi:hall, and when men have putchaſed Lands 
by their own proper Colttand Charge, and every part and parcel 
th:reof for their own ſingular uſe,as the Evidences are ,. and are at” 
ſo much Coſt and "Charges with Managing-of them, then for the 
P:ieſts to claim the Tyth'of Cattle, Goods, Corn, Hay,. &c. 
to claim it as their own, and ſay its none of theirs who 
parchaſed both the Lands Goods, and bought the Corn by which it 
was ſown , let any indifferent Perſons judge of their falſhood, and 
/unrighteouſneſs in this thing. x

_ And as concerning the Light that is within : {, #hetely accuſeth 


us, "With ſhamefully wndervaluing the Holy Scriptures, and ſetting u) a 


falſe Eight thay #« within us, above'the true Light that is in the Serip. 
ture:y' for-it i 0x7 conſtant language, look, to the Light that i mithin 
you, not knowing that we are by nature wretched, miſerable, poor, blind, 
and naked; and therefore it us, that the Lord hath grven #5 his buly Ward, 
which we call the Scriptures, to be a Lanthorn to our feet, and a Light 
to our paths : What you call Light, we may well call Darkyeſs, p.6. as 
alſo hefaith, pag. 9. Tondo lightly efteens the: Rock of your Salvaion, 
the Truth of .Chrift, 8c, allthis proceeds from hence ; becauſe you fol- 
low that Loght which 15 in you, and not that Light which is in the Word 
and Spirit, &c. Anſwer ; In theſe things are we very groſly wrong- 
ed, and the Truth much abuſed, by this our Accuter. For, 1, We 
wither undervalue the Holy Scriptures ; neither :do we lightly 
efteem- che Rock of our - Salvation, ether in- Preaching 'the-Light 
within (or any other principle held by us) but therein, do both own 
the Rock of Salvation, and the Scripture ; for it is the Light of 
Chrift; the Rock of Salvation (and no falſe Light) that we Preach 
and own, which is the rug Leght, tha; enlightens every man that com- 
eth intathe World, Joh. 1.9. And br & come a Light into the World, 
that whoſoever belreveth''1n bm, nu ght not periſh, but have everlaſting 

fe, Foh. B. 12. & 12. 46. . 2. In his counting the Light within, 
which we Preach, 4 falſe Light, a decertful Light, and Darkneſs, as 
in pag. 6. & 7.8 9. he hath blaſphemed againlt the Light of Chrikt, 
ms hach put Light fbr Darkneſs, and Da kneſs for Light, and curn- 
ed the: Truth into falſhood, - or a Lye, \and ſo brought the woe upon 
bimſelf, /ſe. 5. 20. - 3. The Light within, which we Preach, is the 
Light of the Word, and Spirit of God, and not divided from the 
Word, as our Accuſer hath implied againſt us : for the Word of 
God is known in the heart of everyone that bzlieveth, Row. 10, 8, 
andthis was in Duval and the true Prophets hearts, before they gave 
forthythe Wordsor Scriptures from.it ; ſo that, be.that makes no di- 
ſtin&ion herween the Scriptures, whichate the-Whitings , and the 
Word, or Light:within, from whence they proceeded , is very ig- 
norant.' 4, Iris he Light-of Chriſt within,- that convinceth of 
- (and teftifieth againſt) Fw and unrighceouſneſs ; and where it's not 
rejeRed;'but obeyed,” ie leads man out of Gn, and ſo out of the 
natural, wretched and blind ftate, to God , who'isthe Fountait, of 
Grace and Life, and the Father. of Lights; noneaf- whoſe Lights; 
do we ever read of in þcripture, to bz euber falſe; deceitful, or 
themſelves darkneſs. wil vcd} v6 
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+, And 5. Neither was it the Light that yas in Paul before his Con- 
werfion, thatled him to make havock of-the- Church.of Chit, or 
to be exceodingly mad-againſt the Saints, and perſerute them, as 
falſly C. YY. hath implied in his Queries, pag, 9. nor was it the 
Light that was within the Jews, or Perſecutors, that deluded. them 
ſo, as to think they did God good ſervice mn killing the Saints z (as 
alſo this man hath implied) but the ſfirirof error and darkneſs in 
them ; for Chriſt told; even them (viz, the Phariſees) that wete. in 
| the perſecuting nature, That the, Kingdom of God was within them, 
Lok, 17. 20, 21, the Light of which, is neither falſe, nor deceit- 
ful, nor doth it ever leadinto any deceit or evil. And further, how 
apparent is C, YT, his ignorance, concerning the Light within, who 
puts no difference between -Light and Darkneſs, in his asking if 
* this Light that is inman, did not cauſe Jeſwrwn- to ſactifice unto 
Devils ? Dent. 32. 17: | 

Again, C. VV. ſaith, I wonld alſo willingly know, whether the Light 

of - the new Creature, that 1s in the Saints themſelves, be a ſuſſicient 
towalk, by? ſor if ſo, then the Saints may caſt away the Scriptures, and 
walk. by their own Light, &c. Then alſo, the Saints have ſuch a Lighs 
in them, that they cannot erre ; and it s tobe underſtoad, that you your 
ſelves muſt be the Saints, and ſo you being the only Saints pox the earth, _ 
we muſt follow you in all things, as the Papiſts dothe Pope; and. what a 
compendions way will this be, to bring in Popery and blind obedience, in 

the higheſt degree that evere was? &c. Anſwer ; Thus. bath .this i 
norant man begun in darkneſs, and ended in ſcorn and falihg | 
For, x. The Lighe of Criſt and his Spiric, that is.in, the; new 
Creature and Sain's, is a ſufficient Rule towalk by, as the Spirit of 
Truth doth lead into all Truth ; and the Anointing or Light, that 
was in the Saints, raught them of all things that was. Truth, and go 
Lye, 1 Joh. 2, 27. 2Cor, 13.5, and ſoChriſt is in you, except you 
be Reprobates, and in him is the $aints ſufficiency ; and yet, it do! 

not follow, that therefore the Scriptures of Truth muſt be caſt away, 
no more than Fohn's Epiltle was to-be calt away by them (to whom 
be wrote) that had the Anointing in them, to teach them of all 
things (and ſo to underliand the Scriptures) that they needed no man 
toteach them, but as it taught them; and this keeps out of exror , 
where it's minded and obeyed, 2. And to own and witneſs to this

to manking, cannot be ſo limited to a viſible thing, nor bound up iu 
that nartowneſs ; as our Accuſer ſeems to imply. 

Again, C. VV, objeAts (in his Poſticript) 7 hat they ſay, that all 
men have the _—_ Reaſon and natural C onſciexce, which i enough 
to make them without excuſe in the day of Tudgement ; but as for the 
Light of Grace, which alone can make us wiſe to Salvation ; this s un 

ven wnto all men ; and to prove. ir, cites, Dent. 29, 4. Anſw, Ag 
tor Light of Reaſon and natural Conſcience, being enough to make 
men without excuſe, we do not at all read of in Scripture ; for that 
which left men without excuſe was fpiricual, and that which might 
be known of God, that was manifeſt in them, Komr. 1, 19, and that 
Light which leaves without excuſe is ſaving, and ſvfficient to lead 
out of ſin, or otherwile it could not leave any Without excu!e, tor 
inſufficiency in the Gift given to Man (if it were ſo) would be a 
ground of excuſe. And as for thoſe /ſraelites ſpoken to, in Dent.29, 
their not having an heart to perceive, nor eyes to ſee, nor eats to 
hear, unto that day, was b2cauſe of their Rebellion and Di.obe. 
dience ; which occaſioned hardneſs of heart, blindneſs, and wane 
of underſtanding ; for there was no faukt in God towards them, 
he gave his good Spirit unto them , and yet they rebelled againlt 
him; and would not hearken to his Voice, Neb.

13. whenas he did not then go about a worldly occaſion, 
but went on purpoſe to Preach Chrilt among\the Jews, for which he 
often tuftered perſecution among them (which the Prieſts, who Rand 
in mins will, are loath to do) bur to the former parallel 1 ſay, that 
the Quakers ng, im theſe ſaid places mentioned, and other 
places,(where the Goſpel is freely preached among them,and where 
they feel the Preſence and Power of God among them) are both ac- 
cording to the Example of the Saints, ſpoken of in Scripture , who

manded (in that caſe) given as a g2neral Rule to all others, ſo as z0 
limit the Spirit of God from ſpeaking, in eicher Mate or Female 
(and there were ſome Women that had no Husbands in the fleth to 
learn of) but it had relation to the ſtate thag he- then ſaw thoſe Wo- 
men in, who were commanded to keep filent, and to be in ſubje- 
Kion , and to learn of their Husbands, and not to uſurp: So we 
lay,that they who are yet untaught themlelves,and have their learn» 
ing to ſeek, and who would be uſurping, whether they be Males or 
Females, they ate to be in filence, and under obedience, accordin 
to the Law; but there is a farther (tate in Chiſt, where he isformed, 
jn eithzr Male or Female (and where he is come to ſpeak in, either) 
than that which is under the Law, or that wherein people are un- 
learned, or the ſtate of Eve that was deceived, or of the Woman 
that would uſurpover the Man ; For neither #« the May withous the 
Wor an, rr the Woman without the Mas in the Lord ; and the' Apo- 
ſle admits of Womens praying and Prophecying 4n the- Spirit of 
Twth.

So the Saints, my in part-they 
were then eye witnefles of the coming and glory of theLord, yet they 
ew furcher in the knowledge of the ſeveral operations, appearan» 
ces, and out-2oings of him(whoſe out-going have been from of old) 
as they grew from glory to glory, by the ſame Spirit, 2 Cor. 3. 28, 
and the Apoſtles made known unto men, the power and coming of 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, which power wrought in them; and they thar 
looked for Chriſt in the Apoſtles dayes, 1t was promiſed unto them, 
that he ſhould appear the ſecond time, without fin unto Salvation, 
Heb.g. 28. which if this coming. of Chriſt, was the coming of a 
vihble Body of fleth, then the Saints in ages paſt, did not attan to 
the coming of Chriſt in their dayes, nor yet to Salvation fror fin ; 
which erroneous concluſion that follows from Af. C. his affertion,ns 
- wiſe man will own ; for if the Saints in their dayes, did not expe« 
rience the coming of Chriſt unt6 their Salvation from fin , rn 
where and in What ſtate are they now , that are ſo long fince deceaſ. 
ed > doth he ſuppoſe themto be in ſome Purgatory ? Surely M. (. 
is very ignorang, .both of the ſpiritual knowledge, coming , and 
work of Chiiſt, which was known in the Saints, and not carnally 
expected afar off, as be doth, who would ſhut Chriſt and his coming 
out of his People. And where in pag. 44. as his proofs, he cites, 
Rev. 23. 20, Where it's ſaid, Swrely come quickly , even ſo come 
Lord Jeſus; and Aft. 7. touching Stephen his looking up into Hea» 
ven, and ſeeing Jeſus ſtanding at the nght hand of God : what doth 
M. C. ſuppoſe, that whereas Chriſt promiſed to came quickly, and 
Fobn ſo prayed for his coming quickly, that this was a coming in 2 
viſible Body of fleſh? or that Srephen did ſee a viſible Body of flefb 
in Heaven with carnal eyes, as he ſeems ſo much to-imply #7 This is 
:groſs Ignorance ; for Srephey's being full of the Holy Ghoſt, was the 
ground and cauſe of his ſeeing Heaven open, and the Son of man 
-Randing at the right hand of God. 
- As alſo, in pag. 40. he denies, That it was the etarnal Spiris that 
TI FOE 
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prajed 5 the man Chriſt, Joh. 17, and demes Teſws Chriſt to bethe 
Anmointing, but only the Anointed, Wherein his ignorance may be 
apparent to all that can fee (who read this) for Chriſt and his Fa. 
erare one; whoſaid, The Son can do nothing of humſelf - and as 
being a quickning Spirit, and the Seed of Promiſe, he 1s both the 
Anointing and the Anointed, (not divided) though the manifeRtati- 
wy of him, as ſuch, are ſeveral, and his operations divers in the 
nts. | 

And as concerning Chriſt dwelling in the Saints, 2M, C: his in- 
terpretation of itis, That hes deep 1n their affeftions, much and oft 
1 their thoughts and meditations , and for proof, brings Phil. x, 7, 
2 Cor, 7.3. touching the Saints being in one anothers hearts. An- 
ſwer; But Chriſt doth not appear to be very deep in M. C. his afte- 
ions or meditations, who would beep hick out of his People, as 
ſeveral of his Principles imply, who now would have Chrilt onl 
to be but often in the thoughts and meditations of his Peopte,which 
doth not fully reach the Being of Chriſt in the Saints, to operate, 
ac, move, and Rule in his Members, whe are in him, and he in 
them, giving them life, dominion, and peace ; whoſe life is ma- 
nifeſt in their mortal Bodies, and he dwelling in their hearts by 
Faith, - which is more than to be ofcen in their thoughts and medita- 
tions ,' as if he m_= be often forgotten, 

And whereas M. C, makes a $reat cavilling againſt that Do&trin 
of the Light of Chriſt, being placed in People, as to be a ſuſhcient 
Rule, and of ſucha Light being in every man; and ſaith, That 
Humphry Smith, the face of men and Devils, affirmeth, That there 
i no other Rule; Wayes, means, or Name, by which man ſhall ever come 
to walk with God, but by that which i maniſeſt of God in him: Andin 
oppoſition to this DoQrine, A. C. goes abour to ſet the Scriptures, 
outward Commands and Teachings, as uſleſs, if there be ſuch a 
Light in men, pag. 48. and eight (or —_ times in his ſcorn, he 
reiterates theſe words, viz. T wr to the Light within, fanth the Qua- 
ker, pag. 49, 59. Anſwer ; That of the Light of Chritt , being a 
ſufcient Rule, and being in ſome meaſure univerſally extended to 
all ; as Chiiſtenlightens every man, is a Truth which indeed we do 
vindicate, both againſt men and Devils, wh6 doth oppoſe it ; for it 
appears, it is the Devils, and ſuchas are led by them, that 
this Principle ; and that is the reaſon why we are- conſtrained ſo 
much to appear againſt then in ir to their faces: And we in ownit 
the ſufficiency of this Light in men, do neicher make void, nor dil- 


"the Light, or that which ac fadjerepr of God within, men come 
-toſee and feel the right end and uſe of outward Teaching, and the” 
Scriptures ; for the Spirit of Truth lealeth into all Trath ; and where 
the Light of Chriſt within is believed-and obeyed , ic leadeth out 
of darkneſs, and out of the wayes and works of darkneſs, into the 
th and way of the Juſt; which is a ſhining Light, that ſhineth more 
2nd more,until the perfe& day, Prov, 4, 18, But there is a Gene- 
ration that reje&s and rebels againſt the Light, that knows not the 
wayes of it, becauſe they do not abide in the paths of ir, Job 24. 13. 
And though we do own outward Teaching, 10 far as it tends to di- 
rect peoples.minds to the Light of Chriſt within ; and the Sctiptures 
in their place : yet we know, that God is not limitted or tyed to 
thoſe outward things, as if none could be ſaved (or.had a true Rule 
to walk with God by) but they who have the letter of the Scrip- 
tures, and outward Teaching; for the extent of the 'Grace of 
- God, which bringeth Salvation, is larger than ſo, it having appeat- 
edto all men, and is ſufficient to teach todeny unaSdNGatt and 
worldly luſts, and to live righteouſly, &c. Tit, 2.11, Kong, F. 18. 
and many have this Grace given them, that have neither the Scri 
tures, nor the outward miniſtration of the Goſpel , though it 

preached in every Creatute, GTecn 73 x7156, Col, x, 23, yet Where 
(and as) the Lord is pleaſed to ſend outward Teaching, it is of uſe, 
as to the turning of People to the Light of Chriſt, which ſhineth in 
the hearts, to give the Light of the knowledge of the Glory of 

* God, in the face of Chriſt, 2 (or, 4. 6. 
M.C, in pag. 48. ſaith of the Apoſtles, What were they to preach 
to them ? not that one thing of turning ts the Light, their Teacher with- 
un, but all things whatſoever, Mat. 28, 19, 20, allthe Counſel of God, 
eAtt. 20. 27, Anſw. What, were the Apoſiles to preach all things 
whatſcever , all the Counſel of God, and yet not the Light within? 
What, was that none of che Counſel of God ? Herein this man hath 
more loſt himſelf than ever ; and yet he is made in general words 
to confeſs, that Chriſt was ſet to be a Light of the Gentiles ; and 
what, were they not to.turn.to his Light within ?
